CLAIM IN SUPREME 
COURT. 


To the Supremo Court. this 
morning, before the acting Chief 
Jostice, Mr. Justice - HAJ, 
Goropertz, thera was heard the 
claim brought by Yeung Kong- 
yung, trading as Wat Tezg, against 
the Yeung Sbiog Insurance and 
Investment Company, Limited, 
for $20,000. The plaint recited 
that the plaintiff was interested 
in-an amount of $20,000 under a 
marine pdlicy of insurance dated 
November 7,1917, on the steamer 
Luen On, snbscribed by the 
defendants. 

‘Mr. W. Drommond (instructed 
by Mr. C. EH. Beavis) appeared 
for the plaintiff sod Mr. F.C. Jon- 
kn and tr. El Potter (instructed 
by Mr.G. y wood) represent- 
ed the defendants. 

The defendants stated that the 
plactiil was not interested in the 
vessel. vessel was bot 
seaworthy at the commancement 
ofthe risk. The defendantadenied 
tbat the said vessel was insured 
against “ perils of the seas.” The 
defendants were liable under tho 
policy only in the event of the 
vessel being sank during the 
soyageby running againstrocksor 
reeisorby typhoon orwaves. Tho 
defendants also denied that the 
veasel was lost, or, alternatively, 
If she had been lost, denied that 
the loss was cansed by any of the 
perils’ insured against. Tho 
vessel received her clearance 
papers for the voyage on Novem- 
ber 10, 1917, and left Hongkong 
thereunder on that day, and on 
November 13, 1917, she return- 
ed to Hongkonr having deviat- 
ed from, changed and shbandon- 
ed the said voyage whereby 

ne -defendan:s’ liabthty under 

the policy was determined. 
Shbsequently she received fresh 
clearance papers tor a second 
voyage from Hongkong to Manila 
aud left thereunder, the policy 
net covering such voyage. At 
the time pf the insurance being 
affected the defendants allege 
thatthe plaimiff wrongly repre- 
sented thatthe ship was his own 
property whereas the defendants 
had ascertained thatshe was the 
property of one Yubiso Santua, of 
Manils. 
_ The plaintiff, replying to the 
defence, contended that ds 
fendznts received premiums and 
gave receipts for: them. The 
voyage to BManile was not 
ebanged or abandoned; therefsre 
defendant’s liability was ndt 
determined. Underthe cireum- 
stances-it was not reasonably 
neccasary for the vessel to put 
into Hongkong. The defendsnts 
were informed of this. It was 
necessary that fresh clearance 
papers should be taken out. The 
vessel was in a seaworthy condi- 
tion. The plaintiff contended that 
the vessel was surveyed. 

Mr. Drummond. in giving & 
resume of the facts which have 
led to the action, ssid that some- 
where at the end of August, 1917, 
the plalotiff in this action received 
justrections from his uncle, 
Yuneio Santus, in, Manila to 
purchase 2 vessel in Hong 
kong and send her to 
Manila.

Disrseli’s reliance for sympathy 
and encouragement upon women, 
and his subsequant intimate 
friendship with the two sisters, 
Lady Chestertield and Lacy 
Bradford, are described.

“His temperament was such] 
that he could not be bappy, and 
could nat bring out the best wark 
of which he was capable, without 
intimate femala association snd 
sympathy . - 

“With all the women who in- 
fluenced "him he kept up e con- 
stant correspondence of a 
Tomanti¢ and sentimental kind.”

BRITISH-AMERICAN 
AGREEMEN 


A meeting of the special _com- 


mittee appointed by the Royal 


and Ancient Club, St Andres. | 
and the delegates from the United | 
States Golf Association, to con- 
sider the edvisability of standar-; 
dising the golf ball, and making; 
certain alterations in the rales 
appertaining to the game, Was 
held in London recently. 

lt was agreed to submit the 
following resolutions tothe Reales 
of Golf Committee of the Ross! 
and Ancient Clab for comsidera- 
tion of the antumn business mect- 
ing in September next and also 10 
the Exective Committee of the 
United States Golf Asgociation 
for final approval :— 

THE STYMIE. . 

With reference to the stymis. 
it was agreed that no alteration 
should be msde in Rule No, 1. 
‘But the Rules of Golf Committee” 
are prepared to sanction the in- 
troduction by the United States 
Golf Association or by the national 
association of any osher country 
of such legislation with regard to 
the stymie a3 suis the congitious 
existing in she areas under their 
junsdicnon; and that the secre- 
tary of the Rules of Golf Com- 
mitree of the Royal and Ancient 
Club be instracted to write the 
Vaned States Golf Association 
that the method suggeszed by 
that body is a suitable one. 

THE LOST PALL QUESTION.

POLAND AND RUSSIA. 


The Bo'sheviks have been getting their own back on the Poles by 
invading the Iatter’s country. Ina sense, the Poles have “ asked 
for it.” They pushed their armies into Russian territory, going far 
beyond the limits laid down for them by the Pesce Conference, and 
how that they bave been driven back and the enemy is within their 
gates they are pleading for au armistice. But they are in a more 
fortunate position than the Bolsheviks were. for the latter, when the 
Polish forces were over-running their country, had only themselves 
to rely on to stem the invativp. In the new situation that bad 
arisen, the Allies made what appeared to be in effectual attempts 
to bring about an armistice, and them the Poles themselves sovght 

to secure & cessation of theconflict. If ther did not succeed, 
» they bad at least the assurance that the. Allies would come to their 
ail, for the Eotente Powers have pledged their word torender all 

the assistance they can. . 

It has looked very much as if Poland, in her recent ventures, 
Las been obsessed with a regrettably imperialistic spirit, In her 
incursions into Russian 
new Prussia of Ecrope. Why she should have taken up this attitude 
is a little hard to understand, unless we put it down to sheer- greed 
or on unde fear of possible invaders. Her independence . was 
secured for her at the Peace Conference, at which the Allies gained 
for her s Baltic port of entry at Danzig. Had it not been for the 
Eotente Powers, Poland would stijl have been partitioned among 
Rassia, German and Austria-Hungary. Bat with the coming of 
independence there also sppears.to have been born 2 Germanized 
spirit of militarismo.
